Leopard its Skin, for this Favourite of the World. 
Is it eaſy to imagine, that Wats and Diſtractions 
would ariſe from this extravagant Adoration, and 
Mankind be ſeverely puniſhed for offering up 
Sacrifice to a falſe Deity ? For Women were fram- 

ed ſubje& to our Wills, the Property of our De- 

fires; and the Drudgery of bearing Children, was 

impos'd on them by Nature. By gentle Degrees 
they refin'd to cuckold their Husbands, and aſ- 

ſerted Sovereignty in Domeſticks ; for the Man's 
old Charter, to enjoy ber, and abandon ber 
at will, was forfeited ; ſhe was incorporated with 
him, and they were Fellow-ſufterers in the Mar- 
riage Warfare.

I obſerved in my Perigrinations through the 
City, that the Diflenters are much degenerated _ 
from their former way of keeping the Sabbath; 
I can remember when a Mouth durſt not to 
have open'd on that Day without a Text of 
Scripture or a Prayer; nay, every Feature in the 
Face, and every Bone in the Body, muſt have 
kept Holy the Seventh Day, To have refreſh'd 
the Joints with a Walk, or the Countenance with 
a Smile, would have been as bad as Sacrilege 
or Murder, it would have been prophaning the 
Day, and clofing with the Temptation of the 
Devil: But now alas the Caſe is quite otherwiſe. 
with too many of them, who can on the Lord's 
Day prefer Saddler's Wells to Salter's Hall, and 
a Bottle to the Bible. 

And indeed Faſting has been practis'd by holy 
Men of old, as a means to recommend their 

Prayers and Themſelves to the Acceptance of 
Heaven. All Churches have come into the 
Uſe of it, either at ſtated Times or occaſionally. 
But now-a-days, though the Name remains, the 
Thing is much laid aſide; and on Vedneſdays 
and Fridays, Beef, Mutton and Poultry, are in as

In ſhort, this Generation, whether 
they have conſulted: Carnal Reaſon, or the Ex- 
ample of their Teachers, I cannot tell; ſeem to 
be of Opinion that God Almighty can have no 
pleaſure in beholding his Creatures ill-favourd 
and hide-bound ; and it muſt be own'd that his 
Miniſters in every Country keep themſelves ſo 
Plump, and in ſuch good Caſe, as if they placed 
but little Devotion in the Griping of the Guts. 

I I muſt confeſs that Eating is a help to Good- 
Humour: I know a certain Alderman in this 
City, who from his firſt getting up in a Morning, 
makes it his conſtant employment to ſcold at 
his Family till he fits down to Dinner, and then 
the firſt Mouthful of Pudding calms his fretful 
Heart, and makes him pleas'd with all the World.
